Sharon Bribe Scandal 


Developer eharged with 
paying for Israeli PM s help 

TELAVIV, ISRAELI An Israeli court charged a 
real- estate developer Wednesday with pay- 
ing more than a half-million dollars in bribes 
to Ariel Sharon — a case that could force the 
prime minister to step down. 

While Sharon has not been charged, 
Justice Ministry officials say they are con- 
sidering whether to indict the Israeli leader. 
The officials say the decision is expected in 
the coming weeks or months. 

Sharon’s spokesman Asaf Shariv would 
not comment on the case except to say: “I can 


guarantee there will not be an indictment.” 

David Appel was indicted in the Tel Aviv 
Magistrates Court for allegedly giving Sharon 
$690,000 to promote a tourism project in 
Greece and also to help rezone urban land 
near Tel Aviv before and during Sharon’s 
term as prime minister. 

Appel’s lawyer, Moshe Israel, denied the 
charges. 

The indictment prompted opposition poli- 
ticians to urge Sharon’s immediate resigna- 
tion. But despite the fact that a leadership 
struggle in the ruling Likud Party already 
was brewing, his party was expected to 
stand fast behind Sharon — at least for now.

WASHINGTON I The recording industry on 
Wednesday sued 532 computer users it 
said were illegally distributing songs over 
the Internet, the first lawsuits since a fed- 
eral appeals court blocked the use of special 
copyright subpoenas to identify targets.

ACLU Blasts Terror Database 


Group says documents 
prove crime-fighting 
tool poses privacy threat 

NEWY0RK|A seven- state crime 
database launched with $12 mil- 
lion in federal funds is a more 
powerful threat to privacy than 
its organizers acknowledge, the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
alleged Wednesday after obtaining 
documents relating to the program. 

The law enforcement officials and 
private database company behind 
the Multistate Anti-Terrorism 


Information Exchange, or Matrix, 
contend it is merely an investiga- 
tive tool that helps police quickly 
gather already- available informa- 
tion on suspects. 

But the ACLU and other privacy 
advocates allege that the program 
too closely resembles a scrapped 
Pentagon program that aimed to 
mine a vast pool of data to spot 
patterns useful in terrorism inves- 
tigations. Congress cut off fund- 
ing last year for the so-called Total 
Information Awareness program 
after a privacy outcry. 

Matrix lets states share crimi- 


nal, prison and vehicle information 
with each other and cross-reference 
it with up to 20 billion records in 
databases held by Seisint Inc. The 
Seisint records include people’s prop- 
erty, boats and Internet domains, 
their address history, utility connec- 
tions, bankruptcies, civil court his- 
tory, liens and business filings. 

For now the project involves 
Connecticut, Florida, Michigan, New 
York, Ohio, Pennsylvania and Utah, 
though not all those states are using 
the system yet. In all, about 450 
law enforcement agents can access

Court Backs EPA Over

Mzoudi, a 31-year-old Moroccan 
and only the second Sept. 11 suspect 
to be tried worldwide, faces a pos- 
sible 15 years in prison if convicted.

Iraq’s top Shiite seen as 
flexible over demands 
to hold direet elections 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Iraq’s top Shiite 
Muslim cleric and coalition officials 
signaled flexibility on holding early 
elections, with both sides suggest- 
ing they’ll follow any U.N. recom- 
mendation on whether a direct vote 
is feasible, Iraqi and Western offi- 
cials said Wednesday. 

Grand Ayatollah Ali al-Husseini 
al-Sistani’s insistence that Iraqi vot- 
ers choose a transitional legislature 
has jeopardized a U.S. plan to trans- 
fer power to Iraqis and end the U.S. 
occupation of Iraq by July 1. 

Ibrahim al-Jaafari, a Shiite 
member of the Iraqi Governing 
Council who spoke to al-Sistani, 
said Wednesday that if a proposed 
team of U.N. experts tells the cleric 


it isn’t possible to organize direct 
elections by July 1, he would accept 
the verdict. 

The current American plan, set 
out in November, involves choosing 
lawmakers in 18 regional caucus- 
es to be held across 
Iraq in May. The 
assembly would 
then appoint a pro- 
visional govern- 
ment that would 
Al-Sistani govern until elec- 
tions in 2005. 

Coalition officials maintain there 
is not enough time to hold legislative 
elections before the power trans- 
fer because of the unstable security 
situation and the absence of voter 
rolls and an election law. 

Tens of thousands of Shiites have 
marched in Baghdad and other 
cities this week in support of al- 
Sistani’s demand, vijay joshi (ap)

CAIRO, EGYPT I A preliminary report 
blames pilot error for the crash of an 
Egyptian airliner that killed all 148 
people on board, an Egyptian civil 
aviation official said Wednesday. 

The assertion is a reversal for the 
Egyptian government, which had 
insisted that the Flash Airlines jet 
went down on Jan. 3 because of a 
technical problem. 

Analysis of the voice recorder 
indicated that the pilot gave no 
alarm to air traffic controllers, said 
the official of the civil aviation min- 
istry, who spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity. Egyptian investigators are 
analyzing the data in Cairo, along 
with a French team and American 
observers, (ap) 


Officials protest after 
conservatives bar 
liberals from running 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iran’s worst political 
crisis in years deepened Wednesday, 
with several government ministers 
and vice presidents submitting their 
resignations to protest the barring of 
thousands of would-be candidates 
from upcoming elections. 

Government spokesman Abdol- 
lah Ramezanzadeh said that most 
of Iran’s six vice presidents and 24 


ministers have handed letters of res- 
ignation to President Mohammad 
Khatami for his approval. 

Reformists accuse conservatives 
of trying to skew the Feb. 20 par- 
liamentary elections in their favor. 
Hard-liners control the Guardian 
Council, which disqualified more 
than a third of the 8,200 people who 
applied to be candidates. 

The council on Tuesday reinstat- 
ed 200 of those who were disquali- 
fied and said it would reconsider the 
rest. But reformists said the rein-

Fears of Avian Flu Spread 


900,000 fowl exposed to virus sold in Vietnam 


HANOI, VIETNAM I Fears over 
Asia’s bird flu outbreak spiraled 
Wednesday as Vietnam admitted 
that nearly 900,000 chickens pos- 
sibly exposed to the deadly virus 
had been sold to the public. 

“We have no idea whether these 
chickens were killed and eaten or 
slaughtered,” said Nguyen Van 
Thong, deputy director of the 
Ministry of Agriculture’s veteri- 
nary department. 


The bird flu ravaging poultry 
farms in Asia has killed five peo- 
ple, all in Vietnam, and millions of 
chickens. 

The World Health Organization 
said it was working on a new vac- 
cine to protect people. But the vac- 
cine might not be ready for sever- 
al years, warned WHO spokesman 
Bob Dietz in Hanoi Wednesday. A 
WHO team plus six scientists from 
the U.S. Centers for Disease Control 


were in Vietnam investigating how 
the H5N1 virus jumped from poul- 
try to people there, Dietz said. 

Jittery governments havebanned 
poultry imports from countries 
affected by the disease. So far, 
there has been no evidence of per- 
son-to -person transmission. But 
health officials have warned that 
if the virus mutates to allow human 
transmission, it could become a big- 
ger health crisis than SAKS, which 
killed nearly 800 people worldwide 
last year, tini tran (ap)

PARIS I France’s fight to keep religion 
out of schools has entered new — 
and some say absurd — territory.

This came as a shock to many in 
France, particularly to teachers who 
will be policing the new law, which 
is expected to be in place for the 
next school year in September.

However, it 
also is seen as a way to hold back 
Islamic fundamentalism in the 
nation’s Muslim community, the 
largest in Western Europe.

ROME I Premier Silvio Berlusconi 
bowed out of a meeting with the 
Maltese president Wednesday for 
a “slight illness,” a Maltese official 
said, as the Italian leader’s near- dis- 
appearance from public view over 
the past month continued. 

Meanwhile, an Italian magazine 
said the premier recently underwent 
extensive plastic surgery on his face 
and neck.

Va. Panel Urges 
Gay Marriage Ban 


Resolution calling for 
addition to constitution 
passes unanimously 

RICHMOND, VA. I A Housc panel 
unanimously passed a resolution 
Wednesday urging Congress to 
pass a constitutional amendment 
against gay marriages. 

The resolution, sponsored by 
Del. Robert G. McDonnell, seeks 
an amendment defining marriage 
as a union between a man and a 
woman. It also would render civil 
unions between couples of the same 
sex invalid in the U.S. 

McDonnell, R-Virginia Beach, 
said the constitutional amendment 
is needed to stop gay rights activists 


from changing marriage laws through 
the courts. He said recent cases in the 
Supreme Court and Massachusetts’s 
highest court place Virginia’s law ban- 
ning gay marriages in jeopardy. 

The House Rules Committee 
passed the resolution without 
debate. It now moves to the House 
floor for passage. 

Gay rights proponents said it was 
disappointing the resolution passed 
unanimously. “This bill has no force 
of law,” said Dyana Mason, execu- 
tive director of Equality Virginia, 
the state’s largest gay rights organi- 
zation. “It’s an insult to every hard- 
working gay and lesbian Virginian 
who wants nothing more than equal 
treatment and protection under the

WAS H I N GTO N I Housing construction 
picked up in December, helping to 
make 2003 the best year for home 
builders since 1978 and underscor- 
ing the critical role the sector played 
in the economy’s resurgence. 

The Commerce Department 
reported Wednesday that housing 
construction increased by 1.7 per- 
cent last month over November, 
ending 2003 on a high note. For 
all of last year, the number of hous- 
ing units that builders broke ground 
on totaled 1.85 million, up from 1.70 
million in 2002. 

Construction hit an all-time high 
in 1978 with 2.02 million units. 

The housing market — pow- 
ered by low interest rates — was 
one of the main forces supporting 
the economy last year. 

The sector’s strength contrib- 
uted to the blistering 8.2 percent 
growth rate in the economy in 
the third quarter of 2003 — the 
best performance in nearly two 
decades.

My workplace is very abusive and 
getting worse. The president of 
our company yells and curses at 
employees, belittles them for sport 
and has created company policies 
that are ridiculous. Do you suggest 
trying to hold a meeting to make 
suggestions about retention and 
employee satisfaction or just run- 
ning for the hills? 

Such abusive behavior is uncalled 
for, unprofessional and undermines 
productivity. How about a group 
going to the president and show- 
ing how the tirades are counterpro- 
ductive? Or HR? Or the company 
board? Perhaps the board does not 
know what’s going on, or does and 
condones it. But if you judge this 
hopeless, start looking elsewhere. 


My girlfriend has an out-of-state 
meeting coming up. The compa- 
ny normally hires some temps from 
the local area to help, so we’re 
wondering if I could tag along and 
also do some temp work. Is it worth 
asking or is it frowned upon? 

I’m dubious. If you have such tal- 
ents in whatever field is required for 
this temping, I suppose you could 
offer your services.

The state Department of Citrus 
on Wednesday changed its market- 
ing strategy to convince consumers 
that orange juice can be compatible 
with the Atkins diet as well as the 
popular weight-loss plan pushed 
by television talk show host 
Dr. Phil McGraw. 

The department’s lawyer also 
is reviewing legal options against 
some books, such as “The South 
Beach Diet,” that discourage orange 
juice for dieting purposes because 
of its high sugar levels.

Bush Suggests Zero-Down Home Loan

buyers could take out government- 
insured loans without making down 
payments under a Bush adminis- 
tration proposal. The Housing and 
Urban Development Department

“zero -down payment” mortgage 
initiative, if approved, could help 
150,000 families buy homes. 

The proposal is to be included 
in President Bush’s 2005 budget 
request, which will be released 
next month.

Bush Steroid Plea Draws Applause 


Anti-doping leaders disagree on speeeh s impact 


DOPING I Anti-doping authorities 
worldwide hailed President Bush’s 
attack on steroids as a key step in 
the fight against performance - 
enhancing drugs, but disagreed 
whether the president’s appeal 
will have much of an immediate 
— or even long-term — impact on 
drug use by athletes. 

Penn State’s Charles Yesalis, 
an expert on steroid use in sports, 


applauded the president’s call 
in his State of the 
Union address for 
athletes and pro 
sports leagues to 
eliminate drugs. But 
he said Wednesday 
that things won’t 
change until fans 
demand an end to doping. 

Most fans are willing to ignore 


unnaturally bulging biceps in order to 
see tape-measure home runs, world 
records and other amazing athletic 
feats, Yesalis said. Leagues will only 
wipe out doping if fans turn off their 
TVs and stop buying tickets. 

Dick Pound, chairman of the 
World Anti-Doping Agency, said 
the speech was “as close to a home 
run as you can get on this issue.” 


“It’s never been said before by 
someone in his position. He’s say- 
ing this is a real issue, a national 
issue,” Pound said.

While You Were Sleeping 


The brain can solve knotty problems as we slumber, scientists say 


STUDIES I Rolling Stones guitarist 
Keith Richards said the riff in “(I 
Can’t Get No) Satisfaction” came 
to him in his sleep, while the 19th- 
century chemist Dmitri Mendeleev 
literally dreamed up the periodic 
table of elements. 

Now, for the first time, scien- 
tists say they have proved what cre- 
ative minds have known all along: 
that our sleeping brains continue 
working on problems that baffle us 
during the day, and that the right 
answer may come more easily after 
eight hours of rest. 

Previous studies have shown 


that 70 million Americans are 
sleep -deprived, contributing to 
increased accidents, worsening 
health and lower test scores. The 
new study is considered to be the 
first hard evidence supporting the 
common- sense notion that creativ- 
ity and problem solving appear to be 
directly linked to adequate sleep. 

Some researchers said the 
study provides a valuable remind- 
er for overtired workers and stu- 
dents that sleep is often the best 
medicine. 

“A single study never settles an 
issue once and for all, but I would

say this study does advance the field 
significantly,” said Dr. Carl E. Hunt, 
director of the National Center on 
Sleep Disorders Research at the 
National Institutes of Health. “It’s 
going to have potentially important 
results for children for school per- 
formance and for adults for work 
performance.” 

University of Luebeck scientists 
found that volunteers taking a sim- 
ple math test were three times more 
likely than sleep -deprived partic- 
ipants to figure out a hidden rule 
for converting the numbers into 
the right answer if they had eight 
hours of sleep. The results appear 
in Thursday’s issue of Nature. 


Jan Born, who led the study, 
said the results support biochemi- 
cal studies of the brain that indi- 
cate memories are restructured 
before they are stored. Creativity 
also appears to be enhanced in the 
process, he said. 

History is rife with examples 
of artists and scientists who have 
awakened to make their most 
notable contributions. Robert 
Louis Stevenson credited a good 
night’s sleep with helping him 
create scenes in “The Strange 
Case of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde.” 
And Elias Howe came up with his 
idea for the sewing machine after 
waking up. 

Born said the exact process in 
the sleeping brain for sharpening 
these abilities remains unclear. 
The changes leading to creativ- 
ity or problem-solving insight 
occur during “slow wave” or deep 
sleep that typically occurs in the 
first four hours of the sleep cycle, 
he said. 

The results also may explain the 
memory problems associated with 
aging, because older people typi- 
cally have trouble getting enough 
sleep, especially the kind of deep 
sleep needed to process memories. 
Born said. 

Other researchers said they have 
long suspected that sleep helps to 
consolidate memories and sharpen 
thoughts. But until now it had been 
difficult to design an experiment 
that would test how it improves 
insight. 

The study should be consid- 
ered a warning to schools, employ- 
ers and government agencies that 
sleep makes a huge difference in 
mental performance, wrote Pierre 
Maquet and Perrine Ruby of the 
University of Liege in a commen- 
tary on the research, also published 
in Nature. The results “give us good 
reason to fully respect our periods of 
sleep — especially given the current 
trend to recklessly curtail them.”

An annual Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology survey. 


known as the Lemelson-MIT 
Invention Index, found that among 
adults asked what invention they 
hate most but can’t live without, 30 
percent said the cell phone. 

Alarm clocks were a close sec- 
ond, with 25 percent, followed by 


the television with 23 percent and 
razors with 14 percent. Microwave 
ovens, computers and answering 
machines also earned spots as 
detested technology. 

The survey has been conduct- 
ed for the past eight years to gauge 


public opinion toward inventions, 
inventors and technology. 

“The interconnectedness you get 
from the cell phone is a very posi- 
tive thing, and I think that’s one 
of the most important things, the 
bringing together of people,” said 
Lemelson Center Director Merton 
C. Flemings. “The downside of that 
is that you sometimes want to be 
alone.” 


Some cherish their technological 
appendages. Jaime Wasserman, 26, 
of Boston, walked through Quincy 
Market with her cell phone pressed 
to her ear. 

“There’s really nothing that irri- 
tates me,” she said. “An alarm clock? 
You need an alarm clock. People

FILM I “Things fall apart,” David 
Byrne once sang, copping a line 
from Chinua Achebe, who him- 
self nicked it from W.B. Yeats. 

Another cultural game of tele- 
phone on the subject of entropy 
is conducted by filmmaker Bill 
Morrison, whose “Decasia” and 
“The Film of Her” screen this week- 
end. The 67-minute “Decasia” pairs 
slowed- down, disintegrating vin- 
tage footage with a hypnotic, stento- 
rian symphony by Michael Gordon. 
The soundtrack comes on like Philip 
Glass orchestrated with police sirens 
and locomotives. 

From waves surging against 
rocks to a whirling dervish in mid- 
trance, images are victims of the 
special effects that occur natural- 
ly when volatile nitrate film stock 
decays. Landscapes seethe into 
clouds. Bubbling amoeboid forms

C H E F S I Waiter, there’s coconut milk 
and ginger in my squid ravioli! 

That is one of the delights served 
up by award-winning Spanish chef 
Ferran Adria, who spends half the 
year tinkering in a workshop that’s 
as much science lab as kitchen and 
who has become an idol to gour- 
mets worldwide. 

Adria’s goal is to break molds — 
the ones that determine what food 
should look or feel like. He takes 
dishes apart, or “deconstructs” them, 
and reassembles them with an unex- 
pected texture or temperature. 

Take Adria’s trademark foams, 
airy reincarnations of solid food 
that were initially made with help 
from a bicycle pump. One was born 
of tea and seaweed. 

Adria’s restaurant, two hours 
north of Barcelona, is a mecca for 
epicureans worldwide and Adria 
is credited with introducing mod- 
ern Spanish cuisine to the rest of 
the world. 

For Adria it’s important not to 
copy his past work or that of oth-

ers. So every year he develops an 
all-new menu for El Bulli, work- 
ing with his team of chefs from 
October to March, when the res- 
taurant is closed. 

At the workshop, new techniques 
are developed and perfected. Chefs 
toy with processes like “centrifuga- 
tion,” a way of separating the solid 
matter out of liquids, and practice 
quick-freezing foods with liquid 
nitrogen. 

Adria won’t give details, but El 
Bulli ’s final menu will features doz- 
ens of tiny dishes that are served one 
after another in a parade of texture 
and flavor that lasts hours. Adria 
controls the process carefully, tim- 
ing each dish and telling diners — 
who have no say in what they’re 
served — how to eat each one.
